The sum 
asked for paving is not abnormal end 
some improvement of this nature must 
be made yearly. The proposed exten - 
sion of the electric light and telephone 
systems are necessary if these are to 
be made serve the public, and do not 
seem excessive for a season in which 
building promises to be active. 

The proposal to put another 8168. 
000 into the power house is not made 
any more attractive by the report of 
Mr. Francis on the conditions which 
pertain there. The citizens have never 
been averse to putting up money for 
an expenditure which seemed neces- 
sary or advisable. But the report on 
the power house conditions is some- 
what disconcerting and must awaken 
a certain amount of caution as to put 
ting any more money into that: con- 
cern unless it is assured that the 
money will go to make matters better 
rather than to complicate them still 
more. It the report is substantially 
correct, to continue to spend money 
on the power plant as it has been 
apent might only be to heap up more 
trouble for ourselves in future. 

lt would be well if before the vote 
comes on, assurance were given that 
the money asked for would be devoted 
to the reconstruction or teadjustment 
of the plant along the lines indicated 
by Mr. Francis. Else, there is a 
etrong possibility that many ratepay- 
ers will think sheir money safer and 
more useful in their pockets, The seri- 
Ousness of the situation is that $51,000 
of this amount seems to have been 
spent already. What would happen 
if the bylaw failed to carry is not very 
clear. Probably the amount would 
have to be paid out of the year’s taxes, 
If so it might serve a useful purpose 
in warning future councils against 
over-running their estimates.
